The round tey fare between New York and Chicago for 
tickets good in coaches only is $27.25, with proportionate rates from 
other cities. For parties of twenty five or more persons travelin 
together on the going trip and either together or indiv. dually on the 
return trip within twenty days, the round trip fare is 24,55 per person. 
It may be that you would wan to consider Pullman sleeping car accomo~ 
dations. There are no round trip perty fares for tickets good in Pullman 
cars and the regular round trip rate for tickets good in lower berth or 
superior type Pullman accomoda ions is $49.05, pine the round trip lower 
berth fare if $12.60. The round trip fare for tickets good in upper 
berth accomodations upon ae of the upper berth charge is $44.15, 
and the round trip upper berth charge is 80. Proportionate fares 
apply from other cities, such as Newark, Philadelphia, Baltimore, etc., 
which rates we will be pleased to quote if you desire. If you desire 

to use this type accomodations, we will be paee to place a Pullman 
peopor on any of the trains for the exclusive occupancy of the party 

if it numbers 20 or more people. Nationally known Baltimore and Ohio 
meals are available in the dining cars of all trains at low prices.
